Stephen H. Kinaey, still a resi- 
dent of Genoa, selected the particnlar 
part of the valley for the settlement 
because of its natural advantages.

8. Beatic of Salt Lake had established 
a trading station at the same place in 
1819, but no permanent building was 
put up and Beatic left in the fall. 
Israel Mott settled at Mottsville'shortly 
after Reese erected the first building in 
Nevada. The old house still stands in 
Genoa and is used as a storehouse. 
Reese & Co. carried on a brisk trade 
with the immigrants arid amassed con- 
siderable property, but E. P. Barnard 
left for California with n large band of 
cattle purchased ou ttie credit of the 
firm, uud failing to return, rained the 
company. 
Ben Holliday, the famous 


stage man, was S rival of Reese & Co. 
in the mercantile business. 


Late in 1851 Frank Hall, W. L. Hall, 


JB. P. Barnard and Frank Barnard 
came to the present site of Carson and 
took up a ranch. Frank Hall killed an 
eagle and nailed it upon the house the 
party built, thus giving the name of 
Eagle Ranch to the place and finally 
the whole valley was known as Eagle 
Valley.

of King's Canyon in 1852,

The first dance in Nevada was held 


at Hall's Station in 1854.

cue at Mound House. 


John B. Ellis, the first white child 


born in Nevada, saw the light of day at 
the Ellis Kauuli a mile ;below Dayton 
in 1854.

Clark settled in 


Wssboe Valley near Franktown in 1852 
and called his place the "Garden of 
Edou," but deserted his paradise in the 
fall, G. W- Dodge and John Campbell 
took up the Bowers place in 1853, and 
West located tlio Winter's ranch the 
same year. 
He sold it to Wm. Jen- 


nings and the latter transferred it to 
Hon. Theo. Winters and brother in 
1857. 
Orson Hyde, who named Frank- 


town in lS5d, built a saw mill the same 
year just above the village. 
Alex. 


Cowan bought the Dodge place in 1855, 
and when the Mormons were ordered 
from western Utah in 1857,he started for 
Salt Lake, leaving the ranch to Mrs. 
Cowan, who afterwards became Mrs. 
Samuel 8. Bowers.- Judge Hyde sold 
the sa-w mill to Jacob Rose and Rich- 
ard D. Sides. 


Pleasant Valley was named and set- 


tled by Geo. Smith, Jr., in 1858. 


The flrst settler on the Truckee 


Meadows was a man named Jameson, 
who started a trading post on the 
Truckee River somewhere near Glen- 
dale in 1852. In 1887 Jno. F. Stona and 
Chas. 0. Gates settled at G lend ale and 
the place was known as Stone & Gates' 
Crossing. In 1859 a man named Fuller 
settled near where the Riverside Hotel 
now stands, and Reno's first name was 
named Fuller's Crossing. In 1863 Mr. 
Lake bought Fuller out and the place 
was known aa Lake's Crossing. In 1868 
the name was changed to Reno in 
honor of General Jessie Reno, who was 
killed at the battle of South Mountain. 
The first railway train' reached BBIJO 
June 18, 1868. 
Henry Miller, Henry 


Ing, M. F. Evans, Jamea Evans, W. 
Sturtevant, J. H. Sturtevant, L. C. Sav- 
age, Feleg Brown, Richard Martin, L. 
P. Drexler and Granvllle W. Huffaker 
were very early settlers on the Truckee 
Meadows. 


Mason Valley was settled by W. H. 


A. Mason in 1859. 
He was well ac- 


quainted with th»valley, having passed 
through it with a band of cattle in 1854. 
In 1859 the flrst settlement was made 
in Smith Valley by Cyrus Smith,: T. B 
Smith and others. 


Virginia City was settled in 1859 and 


Lyman Jones, now of Silver City, built 
the flrst house. 


The history of Virginia City is not 


referred to at length in this lecture, 
but will be taken np in the third of the 
series. 
The mining towns of other 


parts Jot the State are likewise omit- 
ted until later.

Pacific fast mail train, held up at 
Uintab, Utah, this morning, was car- 
rying Chicago and other eastern mail 
from the coast, due in OUicago to-mor- 
row morning. Superintendent Troy of 
the railway mail sorvioe was wired this 
morning by tha postal messengers ou 
the train that nil the registered mail 
was thoroughly rilled. A great proper 
tion of such mail is gcorrospondence 
between banks, enclosing exchanges 
and remittances, and always a gtiod 
proportion is cash, f ho loss is supposed 
by Mr. Troy to'bejof consequence. 


This is the flrat time in many years 


that the mail cars have been held up. 
It ia said by Troy that bandits in the 
past have contented themselves with 
rifling the express boxes and have left 
mails alone, fearing the 
relentless 


energy with which the Government 
pursues mail robbara. It was an ex- 
ceptionally bold act to attack the mail 
on the Union Pacific, one of the largest 
mail carriers in the country. T.b.8 Gov- 
ernment cannot afford to leave un- 
found the man who did the act. 


OODEN, Utah Oct. 14.— The train, held 


np near Uintah arrived here this morn- 
ing. 
No passengers were molested. 


The robbers confined their operations 
to the mail and express cars. The rob- 
bers, two in number, boarded the train 
at Peterson a small station in tbe head 
of Webber canyon. They suddenly ap 
peared from behind the tank of the en. 
gine and covering both engineer and 
flreinan with guns ordered the latter to 
cover his' head with a cotton sack which 
they handed him. The engineer was 
ordered to stop the train and told to 
indicate the express car, which be did. 
While the attention of the robbers was 
distracted, the engineer ran away to 
Uintah, where Superintendent O'Neil 
was notified.

In the meanwhile the baggage and ex- 


press oars were uncoupled by the rob- 
bers and run ahead of the train a few 
hundred yards and both cars broken 
open. The robbers failed to open the 
safe in the express car. The railway 
officials say the booty secured was a 
few mailbags, the value of tbo contents 
being unknown. 
A special train in 


charge of Superintendent O'Noil may 
catch the robbers, as the latter cannot 
get out of the canyon except- by the 
eastern route, and all t ho station agents 
bave been notified and, are watching.

So 
long as his utterances appeared, he cared 
not in what garments they were clothed. 


Ernest Kenan was another scholar to 


whom the outward appearance of a book 
rnado no appeal. His large-library is 
said to have contained no fine bindings. 
His study was his workshop, his books 
fcho tools that aided him in the attain- 
ment of his end, and he was not partic- 
ularly careful of his tools, they say.
